WHEN TO ORDER—Orders may be sent just as soon as you receive this 
price list. Do not delay in sending your order; often items are sold out before the 
season is over, and naturally the early orders are filled first. If you prefer any 
special date to have your order shipped, please write it on your order blank and 
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we will try to comply with your request. Otherwise, plants will be shipped at the 
proper planting time; as some varieties are best transplanted at a certain time of 
the year. For instance, Peonies are planted only in September and October; while 
Regale Lilies can be planted in early spring and then in late September. 


We have two and one-half acres in Perennials and 125 square feet of glass, 
composed of two small cool greenhouses attached to our residence; which makes ideal 
conditions for the propagation of Mums, Buddleias; Carnations, etc., plus the use 
of bottom heat. All stock is State Inspected.
